fect at 12 o’clock Tuesday night. 
This 
sugar was refined in bond and was not 
allowed to go out of the hands of the rj- 
finei'S and wholesale dealers through­ 
out the country. 
Of course, the re­ 
finers tried to refine for use during March 
only the am ount required in March, in­ 
asmuch as any left over after April I 
could be sold only at the reduced prices, 
which would entail a 
severe 
loss. 
Hence the retail m arkets are bare of 
refined sugar. 
Now there will be a 
rush to buy at the reduced prices, and 
very large sales are expected by the 
wholesale dealers. 
In consequence of the abolition of the 
sugar duty in the United States the con­ 
servative papers in Canada are urging 
th a t the import duty on Canadian sugar 
be abolished or greatly reduced, the 
disparity between prices in the United 
States and Canada caused by the tariff 
being likely to produce discontent, as 
it is impossible to prevent smugglin 
It is expected th a t tile sugar refiners 
w ill 
dem and a governm ent bounty 
equal to the present sugar duty if sugar 
is made free. 
Chicago, April I.—At m idnight 8000, 
OOO was taken out of Uncle Sam’s pock­ 
e t and put into the pockets of im porters 
whose sugar has for some little time 
been in charge of bonded warehouses.
